OFFICIAL OPENING OF 
NEW FACTORY, 


NE of the boldest projects in the history 
QO of Irish industry was described at a 

_luncheon which took: place on Saturday 
at the new factory of Suubeam Knitwear, 
Ltd., at Millfield, Cork, after its opening ly 
Mr. Sean f.emass, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce. | 

As if in happy augury, the first sunbeams 
of the vear were streaming down upon the 
hundreds of factory girls in their coloured 
overalls, who formed a guard of honour for 
Mr. Lemass when he arrived to cut the white 
tibbon which stretched across the entrance to 
the building. 

The new vremiges, which, with their asso- 
ciated building, “house a staff of 250 bands, 
was being opened on the fifth anniversary of 
the opening of the first Sunbeam Knitwear 
factory ut Cork, which had a staff of fifty 
hands. The growth of the firm and its pro- 
jects for the future were told by Mr. William 
Jwyer, the managing director, who presided 
at the luncheon, where he presented Mr. 
Lemass with a gold cigarette case. 

"My son, who is nineteen, and myself,” 
said Mr. Dwver, ‘signed a contract recently, 
that on his twenty-first birthday we will em- 
ploy two thousand hands here, and on my 
jiftieth birthday we are going to have hve 
thousand .”’ 

Mr. Dwyer went on to say that when he 
started Sunbeam Knitwear he had not a 
shilling, except what he owed the, bank. 
With Mr. G. Wilson Smyth's financial 
assistance, he bought the old Butter Market 
in Cork, and asked Mr. J. Murphy to help 
in turning that ruin into a modern factory. 

“He put his money into Sunbeam Kiit- 
wear,” Mr. Dwyer continued, ‘‘ and, had it 
not been for Murphy and Smyth, I think 
even the. patience .of the Munster and 
Leinster Bank would have been exhausted. 

Saying that they had heard a lot about 
Ottawa, and what did not happen there, he 
would tell what did happen there. 

“There was a man called Stanley there, 
and he saw Mr. Lemass. He came back and 
rang me up and asked me to see him. When 
{ saw him, he said: ‘Sean Lemass wants 
hosiery made in Ireland; make it!’ 

“Just a week later,” said Mr. Dwyer, “I 
spent £20,000 on machinery for making silk 
hosiery and underwear.” 

Seven thousand hands were employed in 
England, he said, to make the Free States 
hosiery, and those seven thousand should be 
employed: in Ireland. Irish workers were as 
good as any in England, and that concern, if 
it got support, would make every bit ol 
hosiery worn in Ireland. 


THE IRISH SPIRIT. 


Mr. (. 0. Stanley, F.LP.A., one of the 
directors, said, ‘in proposing the health of the 
guests, thaiehe thought there was a spirit in 
the Irish people that could get above any 
sense of disagreement when it came to the 
betterment of ther own race. * There 18 
something fundamental in the Irish peop'e 
that is above party politics when it comes to 
the living of the man in the street.” he said, 
referring to the presence at the ceremony of 
Mr. W. T. Cosgrave. 

Pointing out that he had returned to take 
an interest in the industry of his own country, 
which he left when he was seventeen, Mr. 
Stanley said that many people wondered at 
that interest. One reason for his interest was 
that in his wanderings outside Ireland he had 
met Irish people who had become centres of 
interest; very often people of reputation and 
importance. li Ireland made things that 
would give employment, then its people 
abroad would have a background and some- 
thing to which they could attach themse ves. 

Referring to the old Southern Unionists— 
“the law-abiding section, according to the 
law of to-day ’’--Mr. Stanley remarked that 
they had advantages—though some of them 
had disadvantages—in business and commerce, 
and if any class had a responsibility at this 
time, when the world was suffering from 
deptessiow, to something in return for what 
thev had. it was the class to which he still 
did belong. 


It was his firm conviction that, if the 


Irish people were going to remove that which 
was nearly an inferiority complex, they could 
do it by making good goods, Irish goods, at 
home. ‘hey had a Government which had 


taken a decision, and they had to stand ty 


They were at disagreement

failed the terms would be twice as hard as 
otherwise 

Mr Sean Lemass described the Sunbeam 
enterprise as being unique in many Ways. 
No matter what their politicia] affiliations, 
no matter what their occupations in life, they 
were all glad to be able to afford any addi- 
tions to the country’s industrial (oat 
because each addition meant that the 
prospects of being able to weather the present 
depression were strengthened. 

“The directors of Sunbeam, Ltd., are not 
merely providing certain essential articles of 
attire and providing employment,” he con: 
tinued, ‘‘ but they are Ad i6N in a practical 
way to destroy the illusion which has existed 
in many quarters that. for some 
reason, irish industry cannot be so efficient, 
or Irish goods of so high a standard, as those 
of other countries. 

Renarking that he had been impressed, 
not merely 4 the poe efficiency, but by 
what Mr. Dwyer had told him about the 
concern, the Minister mentioned that he was 
told that goods were being produced there 
at prices lower than any factory in England 
had yet attained to, ‘bis concern was not 
merely able to compete with firms abroad by 
the aid of tariffs, but could do better thar 
those firms had done. That was due to the 
competent management of the concern, and 
to the efficient workers they had enrolled. 


rT... 
EFFICIENT WORKERS. 

‘The stories Mr. Dwyer told me of the 
experiences of very highly-skilled foreign 
workers brought over to train the native 
workers were particularly illuminating,’ Mr. 
Lemass went on. ‘‘In going they thanked 
the directors for having enabled them. to 
learn, more about their business than they 
had known before, from workers who had 
formerly been unskilled. 

“ What the directors of Sunbeam, Ltd., 
are doing is much more than could be done 
by any other method. They are demonstrat- 
ing in a practical way, not ‘only that i is 

ssible to supply all our own goods here, 
but that it can be done as competently and 
efliciently as cá ge orogeny td ti 

xpressing the hope that in this factory 
má war Bail ong a beginning, he said 
that the Free State had made considerable 
advance towards supplying its own hosiery

.... FHE SCENES. 


A COLONY OF BEARDED 
“ SUPERS.”

FROM OUR Cinema CORRESPONDENT. 


OLLYWOOD and Moscow share the 
H doubtful privilege of being the two 
most-abused cities in the world, but 
they both possess an element of strangeness 
that makes them fascinating. ‘lhe life in 
either centre seems to be so completely 
diferent from our own that most of us would 
give a good deal to pay them a visit. 

It was Hollywood, of course, which sent 
out the twelve chorus girls to greet President 
Roosevelt at his inauguration. Typifying, 
we are told, the American girl of 1933, and 
‘symbolising their message to the country 
of better times in store, they set out for 
Washington in a special train. To enable 
them to keep fit on their journey, a special 
all-electric health kitchen was attached to the 
train, while the rear coach was converted 
into “a slice of Malibu Beach, even down te 
the actual palm trees.” gpl ae Se that 
their message to the country will have the 
desired effect. 

Hollywood itself, apart from its outlook on 
life, must be a very interesting place. Where 
else, for example, would you find a suburb 
inhabited exclusively by bearded men? It is 
not really a suburb so much as a collection 
of shacks that have been built on the hillside 
on the outskirts of the town, and these shacks 
contain a colony that can boast of every 
variety of whisker-~black or grey, long or 
bushy. One may differ from another in his 
beardedness, but they are “ beavers”’ to a 
man. 

The explanation is simple enough, for these 
people are “ supers ”” awaiting their chance 
of employment in some film. It is another 
example of the way in which demand creates 
supply: in former times, it appears, the 
provision of bearded men was somewhat of a 
problem for producers. It might so happen 
that a large number of walkers-on was needed 
for a Spanish Armada scene or a wild West 
picture, and a shaven chin was obviously use- 
less in such a contingency. On the other 
hand, it takes a few weeks to crow a respect- 
able beard, while the gummed-on variety is 
quickly discovered by the camera, so the 
studios were compelled to scour the country- 
side and pick up every beard they could dis- 
cover en route, 


“ BEARDS! BEARDS” 


Naturally, this haphazard system did not 
commend itseli to American business instincts, 
and the problem has been solved by the 
colony. Beards are now, so to speak, on tap, 
and all a producer has to do is to approach 
the hillside and shout ‘‘ Beards! Beards!”’ 
They all come streaming out of the shacks 
and crowd eagerly round him while he picks 
the ones he wants. It must be an impressive 
sight. 

Are there other colonies in Hollywood, one 
wonders, inhabited by other groups of stock 
characters? The imagination toys with the 
idea of a suburt composed of film butlers, 
film gangsters (as opposed to the genuine 
article), or, perhans, white-haired film mothers. 
One cannot tell: it is one of those things that 
we should very much like to know, but which 
oniy a visit to Hollywood can solve. In the 
meantime we must content ourselves with the 
thought of that colony of hairy men living 
in their shacks on the hillside, their quiet 
existence broken only by the ever-welcome 
cry of “ Beards! Beards!”

i+ the “ Foundations of Music ”’ series, to 
be continued, ‘as usual, in the Daventry 
National Programme,, listeners this week 
will hear some ne & recent 
examples—described, indeed, as belonging 
to the late 19th century—of music for ' 
violoncello. We are all agreed on the 
beauty and individuality of expression cf 
the ’cello in the hands of a capable artiste, 
and it is difficult to realise that these 
qualities were not always appreciated in 
the same degree. Quite late in the 19th 
century, however, something like pioneer 
work in the exploitation of the ‘cello’s 
resources had still to be done. How recent 
is our present view of the ‘cello as an 
instrument of individual expression .8 
illustrated by the fact that a writer In 
“ Grove’s Dictionary. of Music and 
Musicians ” connects it with the app” r- 
ance of Pablo Casals, an artiste who, 
happily, is still active as a performer. 


THE INFLUENCE OF CASALS. 


“ With the advent of Casals,’’ says this 
writer, ‘‘ a new era may be said to have 
begun, and the violoncello took quite a 
different position among solo instruments 
_.. It is only as recently as the beginning 
of the 20th century that such things as 
fantasias on opera tunes were the chief 
resource in the repertory of the solo violon- 
cellist. Again, what must be attributed to 
Casals’s influence is evident in the interest 
contemporary composers are taking in this 
instrument, as many new works are being 
written—chiefly duet sonatas with piano, 
showing a greatly advanced knowledge of 
the possibilities of the violoncello in every 
register.”’ 

We must not stress that aspect of the 
matter unduly. Casals himself proved 
that Bach wrote well for the instrument ; 
a concerto by Haydn is played frequently 
still: Beethoven. and other composers 
wrote sonatas for ‘cello and pianoforte ; 
the ’cellé concerto by Schumann is almost 


as well known as the same composer's |

BEETHOVEN'S VIOLIN 
SONATAS. 


If you begin to look at instrumental 
solo music in that way, you may as vel] 
ask where in the history of the violin a 
similar period of expansion began. Was 
it, after all, very much earlier for the 
violin than it was for the ’cello? Did 
Beethoven himself, for imstance, in ary 
marked degree, recognise a peculiar nature 
in the violin more than in the ’cello? In 
the B.B.C. chamber concert to-night 
(National, 8) two eminent artistes, Carl 
Flesch. and Frederick Lamond, will p‘.y 
two violin sonatas of Beethoven. One of 
these, that known as the “ Kreutzer 
Sonata,’’ is in a part of the programme 
not to be broadcast, but the other, the 


| Sonata, Opus 39, No. 2, may be heard by 


wireless listeners. Judge if it is not as 
short of present notions of writing for the 
violin as Beethoven's ‘cello sonatas are 
short of present notions of writing for the 
‘cello. | 

Probably the chief lesson tc be taken 
from all this kind of observation is the 
conviction that music as yet is young and 
only in the early stages of development, 
which now has become rapid. In less than 
a hundred years from now, perhaps, com- 
posers will be writing concertos and sonatas 
for instruments which have not yet be 
come standard in form, as the violin and 
‘cello became at a date by no means re- 
mote. 

These ruminations must not keep me 
from reminding readers that in tthe B.B.C. 
concert to-night . Frederick 
Lamond will play Beethoven’s { onata in 
C, known here as the Waldstein, and in 
some parts of the Continent as the 
“ Dawn ” Sonata. Lamond has a long- 
standing reputation as a player of 
Beethoven’s pianoforte music. 


BRAHMS IN THE PROGRAMMES. 


If listeners who want to hear Brahms 
music do not get good reception from 
Budapest, they have another chance in the 
concert to be broadcast from Stuttgart.

The American Crisis. 


President Roosevelt's inauguration at 
Washington on Saturday synchronised 
with the climax of the most serious 
financial crisis in the history of the United 
States. The banks in New York and 
Illinois decided to follow the example of 
most of the other banks in the country by 
the proclamation of a two days’ holiday ; 
and banks now are open for business in 
only one State. The entire system of 
American finance seems for the time being 
to have collapsed. Ultimately, of course, 
the financial condition of the United 
States is quite sound; but the super- 
structure of credit has been unable to 
withstand the strain of recent weeks, and, 
although there has not been an actual 
panic, the authorities had good reason to 
fear a general run on the banks. Such a 
paradox has been unknown in financial 
experience. The United States have made 
a virtual corner of the world’s gold supply. 
During the last ten or twelve years the 
entire world has been paying tribute in 
one form or another to the Washington 
Treasury, impoverishing itself in the pro- 
cess. Civilisation seemed to be in thrall 
to the United States, and while half of 
Europe was starving, American plutocracy 
waxed fat. Now the wheel has come full 
circle. : American visitors to Europe are 
unable to cash cheques which a few years 
ago would have been accepted without 
question in any part of the world. In 
London dollar currency can be exchanged 
only at parity rates, and the much- 
despised sterling, which in 1951 was more 
or less at the mercy of Wall street, has 
come into its own again. As we write the 
crisis remains unsolved. The American 
banks are contemplating the issue of joint 
currency certificates in an effort to protect 
the dollar; and the new President may 
declare an embargo on domestic with- 
drawals of gold. 

The causes of America’s crisis are many 
and varied. Chief among them is the 
fact that since the War the politicians of 
the United States have pursued a course 
of the narrowest nationalism in economic 
affairs. They have forced Europe to pay 
huge sums in service of War debts, while 
at the same time they have paralysed 
impornational trade by their imposition of 
prohibitive tarifis against al] foreign 
goods. Internally, the home market has 
been developed at an entirely uneconomic 
rate, The hire-purchase system has been 
extended to almost every known kind of 
goods, with the result that the bulk of 
the American public has been living wildly 
beyond its means, and money values have 
ceased to have any real meaning. The 
banks joined in the general orgy of ex- 
travagance, They lent money on the 
flimsiest of securities, encouraging their 
customers to speculate in bonds of every 
description, and feeling so sure of them- 
selves that they never thought of a day of 
reckoning. Now they are paying the cost. 
The mirage of unbounded wealth has given 
way to a grim reality. Ten million men 
and women who have no work have been 
brought to the edge of despair; and the 
nation that such a short time ago 
wallowed in riches has been compelled 
to proclaim a genera] moratorium, Europe 
would be very foolish to gloat cver the 
misfortunes of the United States, because 
modern finance is so highly complicated 
that the sufferings of any country must 


In his inaugural address President 
Roosevelt declared that he faced the 
future, confident that the American people 
would surmount their difficulties. . The 
present generation had much for which io 
be thankful in comparison with their fore- 
fathers, who had risen triumphant over 
all their problems, because ‘‘ they 
believed, and were not afraid.’’ Nobody

question the truth of President Roosevelt's 
statement, but few will admit the point of 
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méad ra ates find themselves in their 
present position largely because they have 


ceased to believe. Their civilisation is 
based on a crudely materialistic outlook 
‘on life. The ideals of the early pioneers, 
of Washington, of Lincoln, even of 
Woodrow Wilson, have been forgotten ; and 
during recent years the United States have 
given themselves over to the pursuit of 
money for money’s sake, Prosperity that 
is gained in this way must be as dust and 
ashes. Where there is no vision the 
people perish, and, now that the glittering 
facade of American materialism has 
collapsed, mankind as a whole ought to 
profit by its experience. The American 
nation has magnificent qualities. We have 
no doubt that it will survive its present 
troubles, and that in the long run its 
prosperity will be restored to the full ; Lut 
it must go back to the old ways. Mammon 
is a thankless task-master. President 
Roosevelt realises the danger of the course 
which his countrymen have been following, 
and he seems to be determined to set their 
feet on a better path. Men of good-will 
throughout the world will wish him well. 
He has a truly formidable problem to 
solve ; but the whole American people must 
help him to solve it.

Belfast’s Revival. 


On Saturday the keels of two vessels were 
laid in the shipyards of Messrs. Workman, 
Clark at Belfast, and for the first time in 
many long months a considerable number 
of citizens obtained employment. The 
delight with which the news of the order 
was received shows how deeply the iron of 
inactivity had entered into the soul of 
Northern Ireland. Not only is the order 


people as an omen of better times. There 
are signs to-day that trade will revive in 
the British shipyards, and those of Belfast 
certainly will enjoy their full share of re- 
covering prosperity. Northern Ireland has 
known many false alarms of better times ; 
but on this occasion the omens have a 
steadiness which they lacked formerly. It 
is true that Belfast’s renascence will not 
come at a bound. Her quota of unemployed 
men is out of all proportion to her size. 
The linen industry is recovering, but it 
never can regain the pre-War prosperity— 
which, to a very large extent, was a false 
prosperity—and thousands of men who 
once worked in the various mills will fail 
to find fresh employment at their old trade. 
It is equally improbable that the ship- 
yards ever can expect the surfeit of orders 
which they enjoyed twenty and thirty 
years ago. There were fewer continental 
shipbuilders then. Nevertheless, a degree 
of recovery can be expected with speed 
which will reduce the volume of unemploy- 
ment to manageable proportions, and the 
remnant of workless men will be absorbed 
in the new industries which the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland and the Corpora- 
tion of Belfast are doing their utmost to 
attract. The great industries of Belfast 
never have suffered from the handicaps 
which beset various elements of industrial 
England—they never have been behind the 
times. They belong to an atoundingly 
energetic city and people, whose energy is 
certain to conquer all present difficulties 
At this period of renascence it is important 
that Northern Ireland shall allow no false 
impressions of her condition to be circu- 
lated.

A Film Test. 


Dublin cinema visitors will be interested 
in the results of an investigation that was 
conducted recently by the Edinburgh 
Cinema Inquiry into the influence of the 
film on school children and adolescents in 
the Scottish capital. The young people 
were required to vote in favour of, or 
against, a number of well-known film 
“ stars,” and the casting of their 
preferences revealed some unexpected li':es 
and dislikes. The boys, for example, by 
a large majority placed the famous 
comedians, Laurel and Hardy, at the head 
of their list. The girls, naturally enough, 
placed Ronald Colman at the top; but 
they, too, gave Laurel and Hardy their 
second preferences. Boys and girls were 
unanimous in their choice of Janet Gaynor, 
the charming little heroine of ‘‘ Daddy- 
Long-legs,” as their favourite woman 
“star.” Marie Dressler came second on 
the boys’ list, while Constance Bennett 
was the girls’ second favourite. Strangely 
enough, Adolphe Menjou, who, in the view 
of most adults, is among the most highly 
accomplished actors in the film world, c.me 
nineteenth on both lists; and the widely 
advertised Greta Garbo was relegated to 
eighteenth place by the girls, as well as 
by the boys. Jackie Coogan proved him- 
self to be a favourite with both sexes, being 
fourth on the boys’ and third on the girls’ 
list. Harold Lloyd pleased the boys, who 
placed him eighth, but the girls put him 
thirteenth, just below George Arliss and 
Clive Brook. The moral of the inquiry— 
if, indeed, any moral can be drawn—is 
that children still are children in the 
twentieth century. Boys have a decided 
preference for war pictures, with cowboy 
films, stories of gangsters, and “ thrillers ’’ 
us close rivals. Nearly eighty per cent. 
of the boys voted strongly against films 
with a love interest, and, contrary to all 
expectation, the girls also showed a marked 
dislike of “ sex ” stories. We should be 
interested to learn the result of a similar 
competition in Dublin. We suspect that 
Irish children are less naive than their 
Scottish comrades; and a comparison in 
taste would be instructive. 


Rural England. 


Mr. L. F. Easterbrook, writing in the 
Sunday Times, tells of the part that 
women have played in the development of 
English rural life. His article centres 
around the work of the Women's Insti- 
tutes, the first of which was form.d in 
Wales in 1915. The idea was borrowed 
from Canada, but England soon discovered 
that her own rural areas, with their special 
problems, could derive profit from an cx- 
tension of the system. To-day there are

300,000 members, They shave been, says 
Mr. Easterbrook, “ the greatest single in- 
fluence upon cowntry life since the En- 
closure Acts.” The spirit of the '“ Lady 
Bountiful '' does not exist in them ; patron- 
age is discouraged ; all members within an 
Institute ave equal. They hold monthly 
meetings, where lectures are delivered on 
all manner of subjects—international 
affairs, literature and history—and regular 
discussions are held on cooking, needle- 
work and handcraft. Their encouragement 
of handcraft has brought not only a new 
interest, but a new source of income to 
many women of rural England ; and of late 
they have begun to turn their attention to 
agriculture. The Institutes do all in their 
power to assist the small-holder ; they have 
improved her system of marketing, and 
their system of roadside stalls has brought 
money into many a home where it was 
wanted grievously. Their real significance, 
however, lies in the fact that they keep the 
women of isolated districts in touch with 
the opinion of the cities and of the world 
at large—that they are removing, slowly 
but surely, the charge of ‘‘ backwardness.” 
So long as they do not develop, as so many 
women’s organisations in America have de- 
veloped, into conscious missioners of '“ up- 
lift,’’ their work must possess a very 
genuine and practical value.

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The King is suffering from a slight «-ld, 
and as a precautionary measure he re- 
mained indoors at Buckingham Palace 
yesterday.

THE IRISH LAND QUESTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TUE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Miss. Kathleen Brown deserves the 
gratefu] thanks of all students of history—l 
claim to be one—whose object is, or should 
he, the elucidation of the truth. Showing 
hew little is known of this subject a couple 
of quotatiofis from the writings of the late 
Mr. G. Butler, our best Irish authority on 
the subject, may not be out of place. Dealing 
with the Lordship of MacCarthy Mor, be 
says :—‘'On his demesne lands, as well as 
on these of the mimor chiefs, were settled the 
non-free population, a dependent, in many 
cases semi-servile class. The State 
papers of the sixteenth century have many 
references to this class, who formed at least 
half the population. By the time of the 
Survey they were no doubt personally free, 
but had no right to any share of the clan 

lands and did not bear arms.

ROOSEVELT SEEKS WIDER POWERS

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


HILE 200,000 wildly-enthusiastic 
Americans yesterday acclaimed the 
new President with resounding cheers 
during the inaugural functions in the 
capital, a banking crisis of unprecedented 
proportions was sweeping the country a 
startling the world at large. In State 
after State and city after city, banks were 
closing their doors for periods of varying 
length, until by evening not a single State 
in the Union was without moratoria or 
restrictions on withdrawals. 


It was announced yesterday that 
member banks would use New York 
Clearing House certificates instead of 


currency to facilitate the conduct of busi- 
ness during the moratorium. 

The certificates are paper based on bank 
deposits; in effect, they are currency 
jointly issued by the group of banks. 
Such a medium has not been used since 
1907. 

It is now widely asserted that the 
urgent need of the country is for higher 
commodity prices, which are apparently 
only to be obtained’ through inflation and 
the freer circulation of currency. 

The Presidential address, it is held, 
gave a clear indication of the intention to 
suspend gold payments. For some time 
the belief has been gaining ground that 
such a step may be taken to prevent 
forced suspensions caused by domestic 
withdrawals and hoardings. 

It is not believed that foreign with- 
drawals could force the United States off 
the gold standard, but an embargo on free 
exports is considered possible to prevent 
American firms and individuals exporting 
cold to Canada and elsewhere, as they 
have been doing lately. 

President Roosevelt could impose a gold 
embargo under the so-called Trading with 
the Enemy Act (a War-time measure). 


DISTRESS AMID 
PLENTY. 


--——- @&-—— 
ROOSEVELT'S POLICY, 
Immediately after taking the oath 


President Roosevelt told the nation that 
he would ask for war-time powers if neces- 
sary to meet the national emergency. A 
special session of Congress would be sum- 
moned to deal with the situation. 

“ This is pre-eminently the time to 
state the truth—the whole truth, frankly 
and boldly. Nor need we shrink from 
honestly facing the condition in our 
country to-day. 

‘This great nation will endure as it 
has endured. It will revive and will 


‘‘ Yet our distress comes from no failure 
of substance. We are stricken by no 
plague of locusts compared with the perils 


which our forefathers conquered, because 
they believed and were not afraid. We 
still have much to be thankful for. 


‘Our greatest primary task, to put 
people to work, can be reson ah g in 
part by direct recruiting by the Govern 
ment itself, treating the task as we would 
treat the emergency of a war; but at the 
same time through this employment 
accomplishing greatly-needed projects to 
stimulate, reorganise and use our natura! 
resources. 


NATIONAL PLANNING, 


“ Hand in hand. with this we must 
frankly recognise the overbalance of popu. 
lation in our industrial centres, and, by 
enguying on a national scale in a redis- 
tribution, endeavour to provide better use 
of the land. Our task can be helped by 
definite efforts to raise the values of agri- 
cultural products; and, with this, the 
power to purchase the output of our cities 
can be helped by preventing realistically 
the tragedy of the growing loss through 
foreclosure of our small homes. Our 
farms can be helped by national planning 
for, and supervision of, all forms of trans- 
portation and communications and other 
utilities which have a definitely public 
character. 

‘In our progress towards a resumption 
of work we require two safeguards against 
a return of the evils of the old order. 

“There must be strict supervision of 
all banking and credits and investments. 
There must be an end to speculation with 
cther people’s money. There must be pro- 
vision tor an adequate, but sound, 
currency. 

“ These are the lines of cae I shal! 
resently urge upon a new Congress In 
aill lhe do. detailed measures for their 
fulfilment, and I shall seek immediate 
assistance of the several States. Through 
this programme of action we address our- 
selves to putting our own national house 
in order and making income balance out- 


going. | | 
FIRST ESSENTIAL. 


“Our international trade relations, 
though vastly important, are jn point of 


] economy. 


I shall spare no effort to re- 
store world trade by international 
economic readjustment, but the emergency 
at home cannot wait on that accomplish- 
ment. 

“In the field of world policy 1 would 
dedicate this nation to the policy of ‘ the 
good neighbour’—the neighbour who 
resolutely respects himself, and, because 
he does so, respects the rights of others ; 
the neighbour who respects his obligations, 
and respects the sanctity of his agreements 
in and with a world of neighbours. 

“ I read the temper of our people 
correctly we now realise, as never before, 
our inter-i ence. on each other; 
that we cannot merely take, but must 


we must move as a trained and loyal 
army, willing to sacrifice for the good of 
a common discipline, , 

“ Action in this image and to this end 
is feasible under the form of the govern- 
ment which we inherited from our fore- 
fathers. Our Constitution is so simple 
and practical that it is possible always to 
meet extraordinary needs by changes in 
emphasis and arrangement without loss of 
essential form. 


WILL OVERRIDE CONGRESS 


‘Tt is to be hoped that the normal 
balance of executive and legislative 
authority may be wholly adequate to 
meet the unprecedented task before us, 
but it may be that an unprecedented de- 
mand and need for undelayed action may 
call for a temporary departure from that 
normal balance of public procedure. 

“I am prepared under my constitu- 
tional duty to recommend measures that a 
stricken nation in the midst of a stricken 
world may require. 

“These measures, or such other 
measures as Congress may build out of 
its experience and wisdom, 1 shall seek 
within my constitutional authority to 
bring to a speedy adoption. 

“ But in the event that Congress shall 
fail to take one of these courses, and in 
the event that the mational emergency is 
still critical, I shall not evade the clear 
course of duty that will then confront 
me. 

“I shall ask Congress for the one re- 
muining instrament to meet the crisis— 
broad executive power to wage a war 
against the emergency, as great as tlie 
power that could be given me if we 
were, in fact, invaded by a foreign foe.”’

POST OFFICE BANKS. 


Among those hardest hit by the compul- 
sory “bank holiday’’ are ‘‘ speak-easies,”’ 
hitherto favourite places for cashing 
cheques, and the Family Court, clearing 
house for alimony payments, There 
estranged wives were in the habit of 
queueing up to receive their sole means 
of sustenance, which was paid by cheque. 
One Broadway cinema is accepting 
cheques in payment for seats, and many 
hotels are conducting a sort of quasi-bank 
business, and accepting cheques from their 
guests. | 

The only banks remaining open or 
ordinary business are the New York Post 
Office Savings Banks, on the conduct of 
whose affairs no restrictions have been 
placed.

Captain Nairne 
of the Terne ordered a boat to be launched, 
but just as it was got overboard the Ciara’s 
stern dipped beneath the water .ui waves 
rushed in over her foreward hatch. One 
of the crew of the Clara was trap on 
the forecastle he:d, and others, including 
the captain’s wife, were isolated on the 
navigation bridge. 

The first rescue effected was that of the 
trapped man, who was quickly got into 
the boat, then the other five members of 
the crew and the wife of the captain were 
saved. The steam trawler hastily cut the 
line which connected her with the Dutch 
vessel, and as the small boat from the 
Terne was rowed away the Clara sank, 
stern first, in three minutes.

ROAD TRAFFIC 
AMENDMENTS.

HIS week in the Dail will be devoted 
mainly to matters dealing with trans. 
port and traffic. The Railway Bill and 
the Road bay ei Bill will be on the 
Order Paper for second reading on 
Wednesday. Both bills may be taken 
jointly. When this was suggested in the 
Dail last week Mr. Cosgrave protested 
against it, but the Government benches 
promptly retorted that in similar circum- 
stances Mr. Cosgraye’s Government had 
adopted that course, 


THE TRAFFIC BILL. 


The Road Traffic Bill also will. be. down 
for committee stage. Already notice has 
been given of some amendments, but it 
may be taken that many more will come 
in before the stage is completed. 

Four amendments to the bill have been 
handed in in the names of Deputies John 
Good and Henry M. Dockrel]. One of 
these has reference to the compulsory in- 
surance of motor vehicles. It is proposed 
that a new section in the following terms 
shall be inserted :— 


AMENDMENTS. 


“A person hiring a public service 
vehicle, a street service vehicle, or a 
= hire vehicle shall mot become 
iable to pay any sums by way of 
damages, costs, or otherwise on 
account of injury to person or 
roperty occasioned by the negligent 
riving of such vehicle.” | 

Another suggested new section is in the 
following terms :— 

“For the purpose of this Act a 
person hiring a street service vehicle 
shall not be deemed to be the em- 
ployer of the driver thereof, and such 

n hiring the vehicle shal] not 

ome liable to pay any sum by way 

of damages, cost or otherwise on 

account of injury to rson or 

roperty occasioned by the negligent 
irí of such vehicle.”' 

In Section 161, which deals with the 
carrying of lights with driven live-stock 
during lighting-up hours, an amendinent 
is pro that a lamp shall be carried 
duly lit, in efficient condition, and so 
constructed and carried as to be visible 
at a reasonable distance in all horizontal 
directions. 


VIEWS ON MEASURES. 


Following its meeting last Saturday 
a statement was issued by the Council of 
the Free State Road Transport Federa- 
tion. In the opinion of the Federation, 
the Koad Transport and Railways Bills 
do not solve the transport problem. The 
tendency towards monopoly is against the 
public interest, and must result in very 
considerable increased unemployment in 
adult male labour. ‘The compulsory 
acauisition clauses in the Road Transport 
Bill are bad, and will increase rates, re- 
sulting in serious loss to the agricultural 
community. 

It is noted that the Government, under 
the Railways Bill, propose to forego the 
repayment of £285, of public money, 
to refund to the railways £10,000 duty 
paid on British coal, and to allow the 
free importation of vehicle parts. It was 
decided to consult the Department of 
Industry and Commerce in order to have 
certain clauses in the bills elucidated, 
and to have amendments prepared. 

Mr. Lemass already has undertaken to 
receive a deputation to go through the 
bills with a view to meeting the interests 
represented by the Federation. 

‘ne transport legislation is of such 
national importance that, in the opinion 
of the Federative, the Railways and 
Transport Bills should be treated as non- 
party measures.

The damage was 
discovered by permanent way inspectors in 
time to prevent any accident. 


CONSTABLE RYAN’S DEATH. 


The police in Belfast are still prosecut 
ing inquiries with the object of leading to 
the arrest of the two men engaged in the 
shooting of Constable Ryan last Tuesday 
night, following the attack on the convoy 
of railway motor lorries. Up to the present 
no arrests have been made. ; 

The following reference to the shooting 
of Constable Ryan was made on the in- 
structions of the Most Rev. Dr. Mageean 
Bishop of Down and Connor, in several of 
the Catholic churches in Belfast to-day: 
“ We deeply deplore the murder of Con- 
stable Ryan. Murder is a violation of the 
Divine law, and we feel sure that every 
right-minded citizen will join in abhor- 
rence at the crime.

MEN’S MEETING.

ALDERMAN DOBBIE’S 
QUESTION. 


A public meeting, under the auspices of 
the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen, the National! 
Union of Railwaymen and the Belfast 
Central Joint Strike Committee, was held 
this afternoon in the Gaiety Picture 
House, Belfast. 

Mr. William Allen, President of the 
Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen, said that the rail- 
waymen had lost far more than the rail- 
way shareholders. The Great Northern 
Railway was one of the most prosperous 
railway companies at one time, yet the 
wages paid to the workers were amongst 
the lowest. The London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway was, perhaps, the most 
over-capitalised concern in the country. 
Many business concerns had to re- 
sort to writing down their capital, 
and the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment, which was going to attempt 
to take charge of the railway situation, 
recognised that the Great Southern Com- 
pany were over-capitalised, and were writ- 
ing the capital down by fifty. per cent. 

If the claim of the railway companies 
that they were saving money by keeping 
the railways closed was correct, why were 
they making such efforts to keep them 
open, and importing university men for 
the purpose? Neither the companies nor 
the raitwavmen wanted to see the rail- 
ways closed. The railwaymen were pre- 
pared to help them to prosper, but were 
not going to assist by further wage re- 
ductions. 

The decision of the Waces Board was 
not compulsory, and the railwaymen re- 
fused to be bound by such an idea. It 
was suggested that the railway companies 
had only to sit on the fence long enough 
to defeat the railwaymen, but the posi- 
tion of the railway unions was stronger 
to-day than five weeks ago, and there 
were more men on strike. They were pre- 
pared to negotiate a peace at any time, 
but were not prepared to go to the rail- 
way companies and ask for mercy. 


MORE DETERMINED THAN 
EVER. 


Alderman W. Dobbie, M.P., Presidené, 
National Union of Railwaymen, said that 
they were entering on the sixth week de- 
termined and confident, despite all the 
force, victimisation and terrorism used 
against them. There was more determina- 
tion than he ever saw exhibited in any 
struggle in the past, and that spirit was 
going to win, not only the fight for the 
railwaymen, but for the dockers, engi- 
neers and other workers, who would he 
subjected to similar reductions if they 
lost this fight. 

Although the railway companies would 
not pay the railwaymen forty shillings 
per week, they weré paying students who 
were trying to do the work of the rail- 
waymen 90s., and housing them in rail- 
way hotels. Police were visiting the 
houses of railwaymen and ransacking them 
from top to bottom, but they would not 
find anything that they were looking for 
in the homes of railwaymen. He charged 
the railway companies with operating the 
trains without due regard to the safety of 
the public, and declared that this was 
responsible for recent accidents. 


QUESTION AND REPLY. 


All right thinking men and women were 
coming round to the side of the railway- 
men, and even ‘“‘blacklegs,’’ who had 
worked against the railwaymen, were 
beginning to feel ashamed of themselves 
and were coming over to their side. 

He asked those. present if they were 
prepared to continue the struggle, and 
there was a cry of “ Yes " from all parts 
of ‘the building. They said to the com- 
panies, he proceeded, that they were 
always ready to negotiate, but would

ITH the capture of Jehol City, the 
ignominious flight of General Tang 
Yu-lin, Governor of Jehol Province, and 
the hoisting of the Japanese flag on the 
Great Wall, all but a tiny strip of the 
disputed province may be regarded as vir- 
tually under the control of the Japanese. 
The last attempt at Chinese resistance 
is now being staged a bare twenty miles 
within the frontier, in. the Kupeikou 
Pass, where Marsha] Chang Hsueh-liang’s 


‘30,000 regular troops have dug themselves 


in, in a last desperate effort to stay the 
advance of their enemies, and at least to 
vindicate the honour of China, which has 
been severely perturbed at General Tang’s 
defection, and at the disastrous collapse 
of the defence. 

Telegraphing later in the day from 
Kupeikou, near. the Great Wall, the cor- 
respondent says:—The Chinese soldiers 
are streaming westwards, in three main 
bodies, like locusts seeking what they 
may devour, and looting farms and shops 
in their disorderly tlight. 

Marshal Chang's troops are maintaining 
fome semblance of order, but those of 
General Tang and other miscellaneous 
bands are fleeing in panic, though many 
of them have not even had a glimpse of a 
Japanese uniform. Kupeikou is a bedlam. 
Thousands of refugees are attempting to 
persuade the Chinese troops who are hold- 
ing the pass to allow thei to escape into 
China proper ; but the Chinese authorities 
are determined to prevent these wretched, 
but disorderly, elements» from pouring 
into the plains of Peking. No man, not in 
uniform, has a hope of getting past this 
guard, which has received imperative 
orders to stop the panic, and to rally the 
retreating troops from Jehol, to make a 
final resolute stand. | 

In the high mountain pass, twenty miles 
from here, Marshal Chang's troops are 
feverishly preparing defence works, and 
digging themselves in. Aided by the 
advantages which are offered by the 
ground, it is hoped that they will succeed 
in putting up a final, stout and honourable 
resistance to any further Japanese 
advance.

STIFF OPPOSITION TO 
JAPAN, 


The Kawahara detachment, which has 
been pressing in pursuit of the Chinese 
to the south-west of Jehol City, toward 
the Kupeikou Pass, encountered stiff 
opposition at Lanping. Heavy fighting 
took place there, the district being held 
by some of the best men of Marshal Chang 

sueh-Liang’s army. |Eventually the 
Chinese were dislodged from their posi- 
tions, and the Japanese continued their 
pursuit. The Kawahara detachment had 
reached Changshangkou, seven miles 
north-east of the Kupeikou Pass at noon. 
Japanese aircraft had previously been 
heavily bombing the Chinese encampments 
at the pass, oa had blown up their lines. 
The other section of the advancing 
Japanese troops, moving southward from 
Pingchuan, fought a sharp engagement 
early in the morning at Huanchin, and 
then aimed for the Hsifengkou Pass 
through the Great Wall. This they reached 
about noon, and have now halted by the 
Great Wall.

VENGEANCE ON TANG, 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PEKING, Saturday. 


The Chinese authorities are furious at 
the collapse of General Tang Yu-lin and 
his flight from Jehol city. 

Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang has posted 
50,000 troops at Kupeikou, declaring that 
China raised money and arms for Tang 
Yu-lin and his volunteers to defend Jehol, 
and not one of them will be allowed to 
escape through the pass. They will be 
forced to remain on Jehol soil to “ fight 
to a finish,’’ as they so often declared they 
would do. 

An order has been issued for General 
Tang Yu-lin’s arrest, and, if he i: caught, 
there is little doubt that he will be 
executed. 

General Tang Yu-lin ‘‘ commandeered ”’

JAPAN’S STEADY ADVANCE.

TT. gigantic propaganda and ruthless 
methods towards all opposition have 
gained the day. Adolf Hitler has 
triumphed. 

His party has swept the country from 
end to end, with its allies, the Black, 
White and Red front (German Nationals) 
of Hugenberg and von Papen, and the 
smaller parties of the Right, has just over 
50 per cent. of the electorate behind it, 
and consequently a majority in the new 
Reichstag.

EXCURSIONIST VOTERS. 


Large numbers of Germans living 
abroad, especially in Czechoslovakia, 
Belgium and Holland, crossed the frontier 
in special trains to record their votes. 

Polling in Berlin passed off without dis. 
orders, with few outward signs to denote 
the underlying fever generated by the 
bitter struggle between a _  Hitler- 
Nationalist Coalition of the strong hand 
and the Left Parties at which they have 
been striking so hard. 

In some parts of the country, however, 
clashes resulted in a number of dead and 
injured. In the Ruhr district, however, 
the unruly elements appear to have been 
particularly quiet. 

In Breslau a Nazi auxiliary policeman 
was shot dead and several persons in- 
jured. The police say that they were 
fired on from a house, and replied from 
their armoured car with a machine-gun, 


| and also posted light machine-guns on 


the roofs, while all the men in the house 
were dragged out at the point of the re- 
volver. Over a hundred persons have been 
arrested. 

Near Wortus clashes between Nazis and 
Communists resulted in one Nazi being 
dangerously wounded. Nine Communists 
were arrested. 

At Offenbach a Reichbanner man was 
shot dead by Nazis, and another was 
severely wounded, while a Communist was 
shot near Hamburg. 

In the Darmstadt district and in Baden 
there were also minor clashes, resulting in 
a number of injuries. 


FEWER ARRESTS.

GAINS AND LOSSES, 


The Nazis have polled even more heavily 
than they did in the election of last July, 
when they reached their peak. Their gains 
in some cases amount to thirty per vent. 
For example, in the electoral district of 
Lower Bavaria they have more than 
doubled their July poll and gained 150 
per cent. on the November election. Their 
allies, the Nationalists, have registered 
slight gains. i 

The Centre Party gained slightly on t'5 
average. 

The Socialist Party has lost several 
seats, while the Communists lost one-third 
of their supporters. 


HAMBURG COUP D'ETAT. 


The Town Hall in the Free State of 
Hamburg has been occupied by some 300 
Nazis. Others took up positions around 
it, and, joined by a large crowd, cheered 
Hitler and sang Nazi sones while their 
leader addressed them from the balcony 
of the building. 

The Burgomaster and President of the 
Senate, Dr. Petersen, has resigned, and 
the German Minister of the Interior, Dr. 
Frick, has ordered a Nazi to take charge 
of the police of the city. 

The Senate only accepted this order 
under protest. 

Hitherto there has been a Coalition 
Government in Hamburg, in which the 
Nazis had no place, and it was this fact 
that aroused their wrath. 

Shortly after midnight Nazi storm 
troopers occupied the Town Hall of Altona, 
in Prussia, opposite Hamburg, without 
resistance, 


THE VOTING SYSTEM. 


Under the present German electoral 
8} stem every 66,000 votes cast for a par- 
ticular party returns one member of that 
party’s list, so that the number of seats 
obtained by any party may be calculated 
by dividing its total votes by this figure. 

The list is drawn up by the various 
parties on a national basis, and the names 
on the list are elected seriatim as each 
group of 60,000 votes is reached. Hence 
the party leaders are certain of election. 
The number of votes cast in the elec- 
tions in “November last resulted in the 
return of 583 deputies, and the number in 
July in a Reichstag total of 608.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—Mr. Roosevelt has made an ad- 
mirable beginning. In his inaugural speech 
en Saturday he candidly reviewed the 
difficulties of the position in the United 
States, accepted the responsibility for deal- 
ing with them, outlined the policy which 
he intends to pursue, and promised to 
shirk no part of his duty, even if he should 
have to ask Congress for ' broad executive 
power to wage war against the emergency, 
as great as the power that would have been 
given me if we were, in fact, invaded by a 
foreign foe.” Many who read the speech 
in this country will hope that the new 
President will infect not only his own 
countrymen, but others on this side ci the 
ocean, with something like his own con- 
fidence in waging war against emergency. 

Not only is immediate and, it may be, 
drastic action required, if catastrophe is 
to be avoided in the United States, pro- 
ceeds The Times. To set America on the 
way to recovery is itself an im. 
portant and” “necessary contribution 
to world recovery. and America. less 
dependent. on international trade than 
almost any other country—certainly far 
less than Great Britainsis by so much 
the more capable of winning her way back 
by independent action to a measure of 
her former prosperity. Mr. Roosevelt 
did not confine himself to giving the broad 
outlines of his plan of campaign against 
the depression. He announced that a 
special session of the new Congress would 
be called immediately to consider the de- 
tailed measures which he would present, 
and nothing in his speech was more 
significant or called forth greater applause 


than his plain imtimation that he would 
seek war-time emergency powers to carry 


out his plans if he should fail to secure 
the necessary co-operation from Congress. 

The tone and temper of his speech must 
have a bracing effect on American opinion, 
and its good effects will not be confined 
to one side of the Atlantic. If his 
courageous words are followed by equally 
courageous action, then he may lead not 
only his own country, but the whole world 
with it, back to sounder and more secure 
prosperity.

THECITY MANAGER'S 


ESTIMATES, 


Ta Committee of the Dublin Corporation 


which will. have to consider the 

estimates óf expenditure and revenue 
made by the City Manager for the year 
1933-4 have been summoned for a first meet- 
ing to-morrow. The accounts which have 
been prepared for their consideration embrace 
those of ten departments. The estimated 
expenditure involved amounts to nearly 
£790,000. The estimates of half a dozen 
other departments have yet to be completed. 
These are concerned with heavy spending 
accounts, whose sum will probably amount 
to nearly twice the total of the ten accounts 
which will go before to-morrow’s meeting of 
the Estimates Committee. 

In the figures which the Estimates Com- 
mittee will have before them the data does 
not provide a basis on which the rate for 
1935-4 can be estimated. There is, however, 
good reason to apprehend that the rate to be 
struck will be about 19s. in the £. Last 
year's old city area rate was 16s, ód. in the 
£. The heavy additional demand by the 
Dublin Board of Assistance is the main 
cause Of the increased burden to be put upun 
Dublin ratepayers. The Corporation has no 
control over this demand. 


THE CITY CLEANSING. 

Among the prepared estimates, the heaviest 
sum is that of the cleansing department. Here 
the estimated excess of expenditure over in- 

The finances and general purposes accounts 
reduced the amount to £173,959. . Wages, 
etc., accounts are responsible for £100,980 of 
the estimated expenditure, an increase of 
more than £3,000 over the estimated expendi- 
ture of 1932-3. An increase of £1,000 is 
estimated on cleansing contracts accounts, 
but £2,000 will not. have to be spent this 
year which last year had to be provided for 
temporary conveniences and special refuse 


collections, due to the great influx of people 
to the city last June. As the sum of £1,730 
is, however, required for new plant for 


special works the saving is nearly neutralised. 


GENERAL PURPOSES. 
The finances and general purposes account’s 


estimate for 1932-3 was £209,294. The pre- 


sent estimate is £211,995, but there are 
estimated credits which reduce the total 
estimated expenditure to £150,536. It is 


anticipated that at the conclusion of the pre- 
sent financial year only £133,291 will have 
been spent, although the original estimate for 
1952-3 was £209,294. 

The Grangegorman Mental Hospital account 
promises to be increased by £4,000, under the 
head of “support and maintenance’’; the 
estimate for this account is £126,761. The 
preparation of the commercial register cost 
£980, a sum, which will be saved in the next 
financial year, but the expenses of the forth- 
coming Municipal elections are estimated at 
£3,750, and neutralise many small savings 
under other heads, 


MAIN DRAINAGE, - 


The Sewers and Main Drainage account 
is expected to be increased by about £5,000 ; 
£127,505 may be spent on this account before 
the present financial year closes, and the 
estimate for 1933-4 is £132,743. New work 
done last year amounted to £11.000; in the 
coming year it is estimated at £6,000. 

In 1932-5 nothing was allowed for the cost 
of materials for relief works for the unem- 
ployed, whereas over £8,000 has already 
been expended under this head, and it is 
estimated that more than £7,000 will be 
wanted for 1933-4. Cleaning the beds of the 
Liffey and the Tolka Rivers cost nearly 
£700 in 1932-3, an expenditure which will be 
absent from the next account.

The total estimated expenditure on Paving 
Account is only £110,433, owing to credits 
amounting to nearly £36,000.

On account of public lighting the City 
Manager estimates an outlay of £63,852, cr 
nearly £4,000 more than for the current 
account.

£9,502, while electric are lighting is put at 
£12,363; both estimates are slightly increased 
as compared with the anticipated cost for the 
full year 1932-3. The incandescent lighting 
account is put at £25,794, and £3,483 wil! 
be required for new works and lighting im- 
provements. 

The actual sum required to be raised for 
the domestic water account is £85,582. Lay- 
ing and extending mains, including the added 
areas, is provided for with an estimate of 
£7,000, or £5,000 more than for 1932-3. ‘The 
Tara street and Butt Bridge twenty-four-nch 
main cost £2,020. Of course, there is no 
jurther provision under that head and the 
same remark applies to a cost of £2,300 
incurred on account of works at the Kath- 
mines Keservoir. Domestic water used for 
public purposes costs about £6,500 every 
year. ‘The public water account is estimated 


at £55,989. 
THE ART GALLERY. 


The annual cost of the Municipal Gallery 
of Modern Art is included in the Public 
Libraries account. For 1932-3 the anticipated 
full cost will be £2,303. ‘The estimate for 
1935-4 is put at £2,176, including £280 for 
special expenditure. Amongst items of esti- 
mated income on Public Libraries account is 
£1,000 for fines, and £10 was made this year 
by selling post-cards at the Art Gallery. 
£150 only is provided for lectures, although 
£200 was spent under this head in 1932-3. 

Lhe total expenditure on the libraries and

GOING OFF GOLD TO-DAY? 
From Rrvter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW’YORK, Sunday. 
The United States will go off the gold 
standard, officially as well as technically, 
to-morrow, states the. Washington Corre- 
spondent of the Daily News, who claims 
t© have obtained his information from a 
jwominent Democrat at the White House. 
There is no confirmation of this, how- 
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THE ISSUES. 

In a leading article 7'he Financial News 
remarks:—The immediate problem and the 
long-term problem cannot be considered 
entirely s pe As for the actual technical 
= of the dollar, the aggravation of the 
anking crisis is likely only to stiffen opposi- 
tion to any idea of playing about with the 
gold standard, and the Reserve Banks are at 
the same time well in a position to defend it, 
The cessation of the issue of gold coin (in 
other words, of virtual suspension of the 
internal gold standard) is almost sure to 
follow, and is a measure long overdue: But 
although when the banks reopen. the Federal 
Reserve ratio may quite possibly decline 
below the legal minimum, the ratio of gold te 
note circulation along is not likely to me 
dangerously small. It is clear that the 
rear OÍ assisting the banks to reopen is 
ikely to call for substantial increases in redis- 
counts and note circulation, and mea-ures for 
extending clearing facilities are likely to 
increase rediscounts and bankers’ deposits. 

But it is absurd to speak of this as ** in- 
flation.”” From alg technical considerations 
relevant to modern gold-standard principles. 
the Reserve Banks would be quite justified 
in regarding the hoarded part of the note- 
issue (and this.is likely to be about one-half 
of it) as for the time. being for all practical 
purposes non-existent, and frame its poli-v 
accordingly. To print excess notes to meet 
a sudden hoarding demand is _ perfectly 
legitimate and not “‘inflationary”’ in any 
efiective sense. The one incontrovertible 
fact is that the Federal Reserve system still 
has over 2,750,000,000 dollars (about 
£800,000,000 at. present exchange rates) of 
gold reserves, and it is nonsensical to sup- 
pose that it cannot pay out gold bars without 
danger in satisfaction of any demand that 
may materialise for shipment abroad, This 
is the only sort of gold-standard that concerns 
us in England.
